Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicants that the cited references fail to 
teach the step of varying the temperature of a subsequently processed substrate. According to applicants, "Bukhman clearly specifies 
that the etching, measuring, calculating and heating steps are performed on the wafer CURRENTLY being processed. The examiner 
disagrees. In Fig 6, Bukhman clearly teaches the step of differentially heating the substrate (i.e. varying the temperature) and performing 
chemical etch. These two steps were repeated (via loop 150) until the desired parameter was achieved. The examiner interprets that the 
150 loops back in Fig 6, read on the limitation of varying the temperature of a subsequently processed substrate.
